SENATE SESSION. 
ALIEN LAND BILLS. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 13.— Three so- 
called alien land bills were popped 
into the Senate tonight, in the first 
basketful of proposed legislation re- 
ceived this session. All have the in- 
tent of preventing the continuing 
ownership of lands by aliens not ad- 
missible to citizenship. Senator J. 
B. Sanford of Ukiah, Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman for California, 
put in one, aud Senator E. 8. Bird- 
sall, Republican, of East Auburn, put 
in the other two. which are companion 
bills. Senator Sanford’s bill prohibits 
the ownership of land by aliens not 
eligible to citizenship under the laws 
of the United States. and also pro- 
hibita such ownership by corpora- 
tions. the majority of whose stock is 
held by aliens. It allows five years in 
which to dispose of land acquired 
through inheritance or similar means, 
and that the District Attorney shall 
sell it if it is not disposed of by the 
end of that time. Senator Birdsall's 
two bills are along almost identical 
lines.

Ranson, No. 1262 West 
Thirty-eighth street, was then man- 
ager of the Keokuk team. Davenport 
it said.

The Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Church has 
just issued its annual report which 
shows that the organization now num- 
bers nearly 300,000 members and that 
the receipts during the past year 
amounted to the splendid total of 
nearly $850,000. 

As representatives in foreign lands 
this army of consecrated, Christian 
women supports over 400 mission- 
aries, having sent out forty-one with- 
in the last twelve months. Nearly 
900 day schools and 220 other edu- 
cational institutions ranging from the 
kindergarten to the college, are sup- 
ported by the society, ten new bulld- 
ings having been completed during the 
year at Lucknow, Cawnpore, Malacca, 
Singapore, Seoul and other points. 
Nearly 40,000 pupils attend these dif- 
ferent schools maintained by the so- 
ciety and over 200,000 women are un- 
der religious instruction. Twenty-ope 
hospitals are mafhtained, equipped 
with doctérs and nurses, where, ail 
told, nearly 100,000 patients have re- 
ceived treatment during the past year. 

Since the organization of this s- 
ciety one generation in time has

| Indications Are that Prohibs 


Have Carried City. 


Votes at Midnight. 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 
Beach has been busy today with an 
election, and in the interest there- 
in all. else has been forgotten. 

Though ostensibly an election to 


to the city charter, the ever trouble- 
some liquor question bobbed up 
early in the campaign and in the en- 
suing fight among the prohibitionists 
and temperance people the remainder 
of the amendments were practically 


polled today practically forgot the 
other issués in the problem of allow- 
ing Hotel Virginia to sell liquor with 
meals or allow 5000 homes in the 
city to give away booze. There are 
12.775 votes in the city and 8700 
were polled, the largest vote in the 
history of the city. 
Both sides worked like Trojans, 
and although there were many hot 
discussions at the polis, no blood was 
‘shed and tomorrow the two opposing 
factions will again be business part- 
ners in the development of Lo 


There are thirty amendments to 
be counted and the diverse opinian 
of voters will make the counting 
long and tedious and it is doubtful 
if there will be any definite returns 
before morning. The main issue is 
the liquor question and tonight the 
prohibitionists are claiming that taey 
have carried the proposition of ab- 
sotute prohibition by from 700 to 
1200 votes. The more liberai ele- 
ment, while not claiming victory, are 
satisfied with their day's campaign 
and hopeful of the results. 

At midnight 1659 votes had been 
counted, and of these 951 were for 
absolute prohibition and 705 were 
for the more liberal form of regula- 
tion. While this is not conclusive it 
indicates that sentiment in the city 
is not favorable to big hotel enter- 
prises. The count will not be com- 
pleted. before 5 o'clock Tuesday 
morning.
